which wo were able to have any 
knowledge, have been diligently in- 
quired into. 


The results of our labors in this 


department as to indictments found 
and bills ignored have already beea 
presented. We Lave examined the 
County 
Jail, the Assessor's, the 


Sheriffs, Clerk's, Auditor's, Treas- 
urer's ncd Recorder's Office; the 
County Infirmary, Surveyor, and Su- 
perintendent of Public S'chools, and 
the Board of Supervisors; and report 
as follows: 


JAIL AXD PlilSOXEBS. 


We find in the Jail thirty-six 


prisoners, twenty-seven of which ara 
held under indictments or sentences, 
and nine of which are held as United 
States prisoners, awaiting the dispo- 
sition of the U. S. District Court; 
and wo have no recommendations to 
make in their behalf. It is apparent 
rhat they are well cared for, look 
healthy and clean, and make no 
complaints. 


We would call the attention of the 


Board of Supervisors to the un- 
finished condition of a portion ol 
the County 
Jail, and earnestly 


recommend its 
immediate 
com- 


pletion. 


ItLCORDER'S OFFICE. 


Tho Court House we find, from ita 


defective foundation, causing the 
building to settle and crack, where- 
by the walls are now damaged, es- 
pecially in the Recorder's offiice; we 
would 
therefore recommend the 


sliding oases of tLe windows of the 
same to ba adjusted and properly 
fixed. We also call their attention 
to the immediate necessity of a 
chaige in the base of tlie book rack 
in tie Recorder's office, to remedy 
the wear and damage to the books of 
recc rd by constant use through the 
concussion and falls in taking the 
sain 3 from the rack. It is also 
recommended a better 
security 


for the aforesaid room, as there are 
no shutters for the windows and no 


the Infirm and a credit to the county. 


In the Sheriff's office we found the 


books and papers in excellent order, 
and the general management therein 
systematic, which is highly to be 
commended. 


The office of Clerk we find in good 


order. The system pursued is such 
as we could recommend. 
We com- 


pared the footings of the Clerk and 
Treasurer, and find them to agree. 


The Surveyors offico is in good 


order as far as we could judge. 


The office- of the Superintendent 


of Public Instructions was closed, so 
we are unable to report on the con- 
dition of things there. 


ASSESSOK'S OFFICE. 


The Assessors' office we found in 


a confused condition, and on investi- 
gating ,the affairs of said office wo 
find the Assessor, Edwin E. Hunt, 
delinquent as follows: 


First—On account of Poll tax 


$933 36; 
Second—on account of 


Personal property tax §197 62—total, 
£1,130 92. 


And we have reason to believe that 


eaid Edwin Hunt is a delinquent in 
a larger amount than mentioned 
above, whereupon, we nnd an indict- 
ment against E. Hunt, as our report 
will fully show.
